The record, of Japanese atrocities 
on servicemen and civillang made 
it imperntive that the country’s chief 
aim should be to support the most 
rigorous security conts-1 in’ Japan, 


Setting out the broad lines which 
the New Zealand delegation should 
follow in ‘international peace dis- 
cussions, the report said that while 
this cutling would guide the Now 
Zealand delegatfon, it could not be 
considered finnl because the views 
of the other Pacific belligerents, 
especially the United States, had not 
been. definitely stated. 


The report said that New Zealand 
had no substantial investments In 
Japan to be safeguarded. 


New Zealand had no desire to ¢x~ 
tract large reparation payments, did 
not wish to cripple Japan’s economy 
needlessly, and did not wish to gu 
out of her way to injure Japanese 
susceptibllities. ‘ 


Two of the chlef problems involved 
in ensuring that Japan had no chance 
of renewlng aggression were to fe- 
move her physical means of agercs- 
sion and the will to curry out agyren~ 
sion. 


It was evident, the report sald, 
that It would be best’ to concentrate 
primarily on making physical 
disarmament successful and the first 
and mevt decisive measure would 
be to deprive her of her outlying 
territories—"the springboards 
aggression.
